One of the outatinding causes of the 
tension is the struggle over Germany. 
On this iasue the Pravda article says: 

“Is it not clear that the solution of 
the German problem demands cousidera- 
tion of the interests of all her neigh- 
hours, of the interest of strengthesing 
peace in’ Europe and in the first place 
the consideration of the pational aspira- 
lions of the German people. 

“President Eisenhower's speech does yet 
contain any basin for the solution of this 
Problem.

UCH light was thrown on the

The professional diplomats, however, 
took a more sober view of the situation and 
they saw that the new conciliatory attitude 
of the present Russian Government could 
not be disreyarded. 

They therefore prepared another speech 
more responsive to the Russian peace- 
ieelecs,

The strong) contradiction between the 
speech delivered by the President and the 
violently threatening speech with which 
Dulles followed it is explained by the need 
to placate the Republican chauvinists who 
were outrared by the tone of the Eisen- 
hower speech.
